Continuing, the goveagnor said: ‘‘In my 
opinion, a man without education is like 
the raw material that has not been de- 
veloped. Just as the raw product falls 
below the manufactured product in 
value and accomplishment does the un- 
trained mind fail of the work that is to 
be done jin the world. The entire force 
of the administration will be behind the 
movements along this line. It is for 


for all the people.” 

This bill was introduced in the legis- 
lature by H. E. Reynolds, chairman of 
the educational committee of the senate. 
It met with some opposition in the upper 
house, but passed by a comfortable vote, 
and Mr. Reynelds believes that it will 
get through the lower house.

That every public school 
building in Columbus, white and black, 
had such a course beginning.

And 
that especially was the primary industrial 
school (where children taken from the 
kindergarten were inducted into all the 
primary gradey of industrial work) to be 
commended, which school. was largely 
the outgrowth of generosity upon the 
part of Mr. George Foster Peabody. 

Columbus has recently also, it seems, 
put in operation a secondary industrial 
school, costing. over $100,000, which is 
practically a junior gchool of technology, 
giving to girls and boys alike a thorough 
education in all the. branches needed tw 
perfect one for 
these are carpentry, pattern making, 
maclfne, work, designing, stenography, 
typewriting, bookkeeping, cooking, milli- 
nery, dressmaking and all forms of tex- 
tile work incident to a cotton mill. That 
‘all of this was being sustained by the 
munictpality of Columbus, and that sup- 
plementing it all, the public library 
building wag being rapidly completed and 
Was under. the direction and contro] of 
the board of education.

“The New York Cotton Exchange is not a public body and owes no duty 
to outsiders dealing there; therefore, there is no cause of action in a suit 
to enforce honest classification of the staple held as the basis of trade.” 

Such, in substance, though not in words, was the decision of Referee 
Rushmore, of the New York courts, in dismissing the Price suit, in which 
the public, regardless of the motive of the plaintiff, had some hope for the 
establishment of honest methods in the conduct of that institution.

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More Slave-Owning Negroes. 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
| much interested in the letters and notes 
which you have been publishing in re- 
gard tv pegro slave owners. Doubtless 
many of your readers will recall an ar- 
ticle on “Black Mesters,” by Calvin Dill 
Wilson, in The North American Review 
for November, {908. This article tells 
about a good many negroes who own- 
ed slaves,’ mostly in Louisiana and 
Mississipp!, but there were some in 
other states, especially in Maryland. 
An instance is cited of a negro in 
Kentucky who sold his own children 
south, a son for $1,000 and a daugh- 
ter for $1,200. A pure-blooded negro 
in Mississippi owned a large planta- 
tion and about one hundred slaves. 

Some of the negroes are described 
as hard taskmasters, while others 
were kind and considerate. In a good 
‘many instances those nominally held 
as slaves were so held to avoid the in- 
conveniences of certain laws relating 
to free negroes or had been bought for 
purposes of manumftssion. 

While searching the tax records at 

Tallahassee last winter I found that 
George Froctor, colored, was crédited 
with three slaves, but his son, who 
still lives near Tallahassee, assured 
me that they were his children. The 
peculiarly sad feature of this case was 
that George took the gold fever, went 
to California in 1849, and afterwards 
his wife and children were sold in sat- 
isfaction of debts. 
" During the past winter I have made 
a somewhat extended study of the 
free negro in Florida and have found 
only authentic case of a negro slave 
owner. One of the first records in the 
“deed bocks at St. Augustine is that 
Jdseph Sanchez, a colored man and a 
carpenter, sells to sells to Francisco 
P. Sanchez a negro slave for $300. 

The Jaws of Florida were rather se- 
‘vere on free negroes, classifying them 
in most cases. along ‘with slaves. The 
tax iff particular was high. When 
white males were paying a poll tax of 
50 cents, free negroes were paying $3. 
+When Apalachicola taxed physicians 
fand lawyers $10; it levied $25 upon 
free negroes. «After -1855 every free 
}negro had to have a white guardian. 

Mr, Alfred H. Stone, of Washington, 
+D. .C., whose home is in Mississippi, is 
making an extensive study of the free 
negro under the auspicies of the Car- 
negie institution, and doubtless will be 
glad to pear from any who have relia- 
ble information on the subject.

The Quest. By Frederick Van Eden. 
(Published by John W. Luce Company, 
Boston.)

It appeared under the 
name of “Die Kleine Johannes”—in 
America, “The Quest.” The translator 
enthusiastically heralds it “at times as 
beautiful as Ruskin, as interesting as 
Toistoi at his best, and as profound as 
Shakespeare”’—“true for all time and 
will be read as eagerly fifty years from 
now as today.” Perhaps few of its 
readers willrise from its: perusal with 
so high an opinion of its excellence. 
Yet they will welcome a novel of ex- 
cellence, and of a kind differing wide- 
ly from ordinary -stories of American 
parentage.

The fourth volume of “The Cambridge

and those who have toiled ip it have 
brought forth a valuable product. The 
period is,covered in twenty-seven chap- 
ters, and each chapter is the work of 
some man having pecullar figmess for 
the particular section committed to 
him Among these writers, with the 
chapters written by them, are A. W. 
Ward, Lit. D., master of Peterhouse, 
Cambridge, and one of the editors of 
the work, who has written on “The 
Outbreak of the Thirty Years’ War,” 
“The Protestant Collapse,” “Gustavus 
Adolphus,” “Allenstein and Bernard of 
Weimar,’ “The Later Years of the 
Thirty Years’ War,” and “The Peace 
of Westphalia”; Dr. G. W. Prothero, 
also one of the editors, writes on “The 
Constitutional Struggle in England,” 
“The First Two Years of the Long Par- 
lHiament,” “The First Civil War’ and 
“Presbyterians and Independents,” 
while Stanley Leathes, the third editor 
ef the work, writes on “Richelieu” and 
“Mazarin.” Other contributors to this 
volume are H. F. Brown, LL.D.: W. F. 
Reddaway, W. A. Shaw, Lit.D.; J. R. 
Tanner, Lit.D.; P. Hume Brown, LL.D.; 
Professor C. H. Firth, of Oxford; the 
Rev. George Edmundson, of Oxford; 
Professor Hugh E. Egerton, of Oxford, 
and Professor Emile Boutroux, of the 
University of Paris. These make a 
stromag galaxy, and guarantee work of 
high efficiency and value. The period 
of the Thirty Years’ war is one of the 
most complicated and therefore one 
of thé most enticing for historians. So 
many nations and so ‘vast an area be- 
came involved that the story of the 
period touches upon the history of 
nearly every nation and section of Con- 
tinental Europe, as well as of England. 
Those who are familiar with the main 
events and personalities of the period 
will be keen to see how these have 
been treated by the different writers 
who have contributed te this work. 
Ordinarily a history is the work of one 
man, but In this case we have the 
point of view’ of several men. That 
they should agree in their Interpreta- 
tions ig hardly to be expected, but that 
they should form one harmonious whole 
is not beyond reasonable expectation. 
Whether this expectation has been ful- 
filled each reader must decide for him- 
self. One of the concluding chapters 
of the volume is a discussion of “the 
fantastic school of English poetry,” by 
A. Clutton-Brock, of New College, Ox- 
ford. We must speak again with un- 
stinted commendation of the unusually 
rich bibliography these volumes con- 
tain. The editorg have rendered fine 
service to fufure higtorians in compfil- 
ing these sources, which cover every 
phase of the events relating to the pe- 
riod under consideration.

TO SEARCH MAN 


Appeals Ceurt Reverses De- 
cision in Concealed 
Weapon Case. 


An intéresting decision relating to 
the carrying of concealed weapons was 
rendered by the court of appeals yes- 
terday, though its effect is simply to 
reaffirm decisions of the supreme court 


upon the same line. 

The case in question was that of 
Hughes vy. the State, from Fulton su- 
perior court. The evidence showed 
that Hughes was walking peaceably, 
quietly and soberly along a street in 
Atlanta on the night of September 22, 
the night of the famous Atlanta riot, 
when he was sa@ized upon by two of- 
ficers of the law and searched, and a 
pistol was found on his persop. He 
was convicted in the city criminal 
court, and this judgment was sustain- 
ed in the superior court on certiorari. 

The court of appeals in reversing 
the conviction, -hholds that, neither a 
policeman nor any other officer of the 
“Jaw has the right to search a person 
for concealed weapons upon suspicion 
or information. Even if he did have 
a pistol concealed, there was no of- 
fense committed in the presence of an 
officer, and any search in such a case 
without a warrant was unauthorized

Mark Solomon Convicted of 
Manslaughter, 


‘COURT EXPRESSED REGRET 


Appeals Court Affirmed Manslaugh. 
ter Verdict Against Mark Solo. | 
mon, but Held Case Was One 
for Exercise of Execu. 
tive Clemency. 


In ‘rendéring its decision yesterday 
affirming the verdict of the lower 
court in the case of Mark Solomon v. 
the State, from Pulaski superior court, 
under which Solomon was ‘convicted of 
voluntary mahslaughter and sentenced 
to serve three years in the peniten- 
tiary, the state court of appeals ap- 
peared to regret the necessity for such 
action. 

The crime of which Solomon was 
convicted’ was committed in Pulaski 
county, November i5, 1885. He was 
then a boy of less than eighteen years. 
When returning home from a party or 
visit to some girls, he and another 
boy, Oscar Newman, |8 years old, got 
into a difficulty in which, it was stat- 


died as a result of his wounds. 

, For some strange reason, though, 
Solomon tried to have the case against 
him tried and ‘disposed of, it’ was post- 
poned from time to time and was not 
brought to trial until a few ‘months 
ago, nearly twenty-two years after the 
commission of the alleged crime. In 
the meantime Solomon had grown up, 
married and raised a family. He is 
an expert railroad engineer and 
operates fast trains on the Atlantic 
Coast Line. 

At the trial the principal testimony 
against Solomon was given by the 
father of the- dead boy, who testified: 
as to young Newman's dying ¢<clara- 
tion to the effect that the wounds 
causing his death had been inflicted by 
Solomon: The result was Solomon’s 
conviction of ‘voluntary ‘manslaughter 
and sentence to three years in the pen- 
itentdary. : 

The court of appeals, after a careful 
consideration of the case in dil its de- 
tails, could find. no ground for the 
granting of a new trial, though there 
seemed to be, if not doubt as to the 
actual commission of the crime, at 
least strong extenuating circum- 
stances, and it expressed a wish that 
the granting of a new trial was with- 
in its power. 

In concluding its opinion, the court 
of appeals said: “This seems to be 
@ proper case for the exercise é6f exec- 
utive clemency, but this court has no 
pardoning power.” 

It is understood one of the judges 
of the court has already mentioned the 
}case to the prison commission, and it 
pis more than likely that the pardoning 
board will be asked to take it up for 
action at its next meeting. The gen- 
eral belief is that executive clemency 
will be granted.

LITTLE PRESSURE 


IN STOCK MARKET 


Only Hall Million Shares Sold 
‘During Day, 


Conspicuous Show of Strength Con- 
fined to a Half Dozen Stocks. 
Day’s News Centered Around 
Favorable Weather in 
the Wheat Belt. 


New York, May 24.—The stock mar- | 


ket was comparatively free from pers- 
sure today and this opened the way for 
the slow recovery in prices, which took 
place. The small volume and the slight 
urgency of the demand were striking 
in wie wof the assertions current for 
some time of the dimensions of the 
short interest which was. being buik 
up. The conspicuous show of strength 
in today’s trading was_ restricted -to 
about half a dozen stocks which are 
always the favorite medium of opera- 
tions by the highly speculative element 
on the stock exchange. Suppositions as 
¥o the dimensions of the short interest 
are based on a quite active borrowing 
demand for a number of stocks, which 
is reflected in the loaning rates of those 
stocks, Borrowers of some of these 
stocks are offering to advance funds 
against the stock loan and to forego 
any interest return whatever, which is 
expressed by the stock market. term 
that the stock ts loaning flat. On other 
stocks which are not: loaning absolutely 
flat there is still a sufficient borrowing 
demand to sectire the stocks for delivery 
so that the interest rate on money ad- 
vanced is accepted at less than the 
ruling rate for money. The difference of 
demand with the cessation of the 
acsive pressure to liquidate today in 
face of this technical index of a large 
outstanding short interest arouses some 
suspicion of borrowing of stocks against 
sales that are really sold in liquidation.

vel%sments offset slow progress on the 
farms, including more prompt mercan- 
tile collections at many cities. 

‘Miuch new business is pending in the 
iron and steel industry and a large ton- 
nage was placed during the past week, 
but the furnaces and mills are sold so 
far ahead that interest is greatest in 
specifications on old orders. ‘As these 
are noteworthy size, it is evident that 
*onsumption is fully maintained and no 
set-back can be discerned in any depart- 
ment. A conspicuous feature ic the de- 
mand for bars from makers of agricul- 
tural implements. This ‘dusiness fs 
larger than last year's, indicating that 
no anxiety regarding the crops is felt 
in this industry. Business in steel rails 
includes large quantities: for Japan and 
Panama and domestic contracts covering 
deliveries during the firet half of next 
year, while light rails for traction com- 
panies are under negotiations, but this 
large tonnage depends upon funds being 
raised for projected lines. Structural

office buildings, factories and railway 
bridges, . mest of the preseure coming 
from western cities. 

‘In the textile industries the event of 
most interst was th increased firm- 
ness in cotton goods on account of the 
sharp rise in raw material and a better 
demand for the finished product from 
many buyers, who just began to appre- 
ciate the fact that no advantage would 
be gained by further delay.

Little 
realizing of export goods in the domes- 
tic market occurred, although the at- 
tempt was made. Improvement is noted 
in woolen goods, yet buyers of men's 
wear are conservative, restricting opera- 
tions to certain lines that are always 
popular.
